Medical adv ice from lay men is usually worth 
about what is paid for it. 


Q—For the past fiv e y ears I hav e been treated 
for arthritis. I hav e had medical attention, but if I 
had done all the things that hav e been told me by 
lay men who also suffer from arthritis I am sure I 
would be dead by now. I hav e been told not to eat 
or drink foods "containing acid, and not to smoke. 


I realize smoking only makes my nerv ous condi­ 
tion worse, but does it hav e any effect on the arth­ 
ritic condition itself? 


Do acid foods cause the condition to get worse? 
I ev en hav e been told to drink a special tea im ­ 
ported from Germany , g et stung by a million bees; 
and there is the man who wants to cure me with 
hy pnotism. 


I am not gullible, but a person g ets desperate in 
the middle of a painful, sleepness night, and I begin 
to wonder if all these people are crazy , or if these 
weird treatments really hav e helped some persons 
and cured others, or is it only their psy chological 
reaction? Also, what is y our opinion on diet? — 
Mrs. M. J . 


A—Most of those who hav e arthritis could add 
a great many more remedies and cures which hav e 
been told them. Many people recov er from v arious 
forms of arthritis with or without treatment, and 
perhaps that ex plains why there are so many 
“ cures.** 
It is general opinion that there is no single diet 
which either causes or cures arthritis (though diet 
is important in g out), but that the av erage v ictim

of joint disease requires a weil balanced diet re­ 
lated to the needs of the indiv idual. 
Q—Is it possible for a deficiency of action of the 
thy roid gland to cause an upset in the menstrual 
cy cle and ov ulation? —Mrs. D. 
A—There is a rather close relationship between 
the actions of sev eral of the glands of internal se­ 
cretion producing hormones. Consequently , it is pos­ 
sible for changes in action of the thy roid gland to 
upset the menstrual cy cle and probably ov ulation; 
indeed the m echanism s are so delicate that they 
can be upset by a large number of Influences. 
Q—I g et a tight feeling around by ankles which 
seem s like a band. Is this poor circulation or is it 
caused by nerv ous tension? —S. L. 
A—One would suspect that this was more likely 
caused by som e disorder of the nerv ous sy stem 
than by poor circulation alone. Nerv ous tension or 
emotional factors could be an influence, but with 
a sy mptom of this sort one would want to make 
sure that it was not the result of some organic 
nerv e disorder. 
Q—My sister has not only a duodenal ulcer, but 
a high cholesterol count. It seem s to me that the 
diet recommended for ulcer patients is unsuitable, 
if not harmful, to a person who has a high choles­ 
terol count. What are y our thoughts? —Mrs. C. 
A—At the present time one would ex pert that 
the pro|>er treatment of the duodenal ulcer with diet 
and other m eans was more Important than worry 
ov er the high lev el of cholesterol in the blood. The 
question of whether the blood rholesterol is influ­ 
enced by diet is rather obscure and under study .

The reply was made that any 
such bets are telephoned to a 
bookmaker on a credit basis. Set­ 
tlements—usually in fav or of the 
bookie — arc made weekly by 
check through the mails. This is 
10(y per cent legal under British 
statutes. 


No Banking Reference 


“Certainly ,” said Sears. “But to 
open a credit account y ou hav e to 
giv e a banking reference. A work* 
ing ty pe like me can’t giv e a bank­ 
ing reference because he hasn’t 
nev er had nothing in the bank. But 
illegal or not, I got just as much 
right to bet the horses as y ou hav e. 
That’s where Frank comes in.” 
It was recalled that Frank usu­ 
ally shakes hands like mad on the 
day of a big race, such as the 
Epsom Derby . But on the follow­ 
ing morning he seems to shake 
hardly any hands at all. 
“.Just Pay ing Off” 
“On the dav of the race,” Scars 


ex plained patiently , “He Is taking 
bets. On the following morning he 
is pay ing off the winners.” 
“He stops taking bets when the 
flat racing season ends in Nov em­ 
ber,” said Sears. “Say s too many 
fav orites win ov er the jumps dur­ 
ing the winter. So during the win­ 
ter month.*» y ou nev er see Frank 
shaking hands.
